By this Partition the Prince of Naffau’s parr ex- 
ceeds his Majefty’s by 28043 Livres yearly Income 5 
and thereby the Prince(s gains . within a very liule 
the Sum of 30000 Livres which fhe demands for the 
Royalties of the Lordfhips of Orange, Linguen and 
Meuts. His Majefty hopes the Princefs will be con- 
tent with this, but if fhe infifts upon the intire Sum 
of 30000 Livres, his Majefty declares that upon the 
Signing of the Treaty of Accommodation he will 
make up the faid 28043 Livres 30000 compleat. 

All the Debts of what Nature foever 
from the whole Eftate, and generally all Effects be- 
longing to the Inheritance (excepting fuch as a’e 
hereafter f{pecified) fhall be divided into 2 equal 
Parts; fo that his Majefty hall be oblig’d to pay 


one half of the Debts due from the Eftate and give - 


the Princefs all the Security for it that the can rea- 
fonably Demand. In return bis Majefty thall have 
half of all Debts due to the Eftate ; half the Gold 
and Silver Plate ; half the Cannon that fhall be found 


in any Place belonging to the Eftate ; and the Li- © 


brary at the Hague, that at Loo being yielded to the 
Prince of Naffau. 

His Majefty confents, that from the Debts due 
to the Eftate the Arrears of the Farms that were due 
before the Death of the King of England, and 
which ate to be paid by the Farmers, fhall be ex- 
cepted ; and aggrees the Prince of Naflau hall re- 


ceive them. But as for the Incomes of the Lands 


that have become due fince the Death of the King 


‘of England, an exact Account fhail be taken of 


them, and they fhall be divided into two equal parts, 
one for his Majefty the other for the Prince. Pe 
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Condicion neverthelefs, that the Prince thall abate 
out of his Part the Sums that have been paid bin 
by Oxder of the State, fuppofing they were paid 
him out of the Revenues or Incomes arifing fiuce che 
Death of the King of England, and noc out of the 
Revenues that were due before his Death. 

In Confideration of the Prince’s keeping the Ar- 
rears above f{pecified, his Majeity expects to retain 
the Revenues of Linguen and Meurs, which he bas 
receiv'd from the tine Linguen and Meurs have been 
in his Poffefion, wishout being oblig’d to bring them 
into the geneial Accounc of the Revenues of tac 
Lands of the Inheritance of Orange. 

The ProviGonal Agreement made in the Year 
t702 concerning the Furnitute of the Houtles, and 
the Jewels, fhall remain in Force and Vigour, his 
Majefty declining to make any new Preientions to 
them. 

His Majefty recedes from his Pretentions relating 
to the Subfidies that are due to him from his lace 
Bricannick Majefty by Virtue of the Treaty of Rin- 

ue. 
. Both Parties thall cnter into a reciprocal Guaranty 
again{t all other Precenders co the Succeilion, and 
act againft them joyntly at a joynt Expence ; and 
all the Lands of the Succeffion which either the 
King or the Prince of Naffau inherit thall be bound 
to make gcod the Expence of the faid Guaranty. 

In cafe this prefeut Declaration thall be accepted 
by the Princefs of Naffau, his Majefty confents that 
fhe thall in behalf of the Prince her Son demand, be- 
fore the abfolute Conclufion of the Treaty of Ac- 
commodation, the Invefticure of the Lands that fail 
to his fhare; and chat fhe thall even take Poffeffion 
of them with the Permiifion of their High Migh'i- 
neffes the States General, and particularly cf the 
Marquifates of Tervcer and Vliffing with the Prero- 
gatives and Emoluments annex’d to them ; on Con- 
dition that his Majefty may likewife demand the In- 
veftiture and take Poffeffion of the Lands thar fall 
to his Share, with the like Permiffion of their High 
Mightiaeffes, Done at Berlin, the 23d of February 
1706.
